Dewey asserted that in' the pre- 


war years "we had a 10-year de- 
pression, ended only by the fever- 
ish and deadly stimulus of war. No 
material reason was adequate to 
explain what happened." 


The task of political leaders, he 


said, is to unify — "to keep and 
build our new found faith in our- 
selves, our kin, our country and in 
our God." 


The New York governor said his
